“Boston dees not og ‘the credit or 
prestige commercially. to which she is 
entitled,” said George S. Smith, chair- 
man of the committee on manufactures 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, in 
a speech before nearly 200 members 
and guests of the Pilgrim Publicity As- 
sociation at a dinner at the “xchange 
Club last evening. 

“It has been painfully borne in upon 
our committee many times,” continued 
Mr. Smith, “that manufacturers, foreign 
and domestic, have been accustomed to 
look at the federal statistics on muni- 
cipal Boston, which give her as a city 
of 670,000 population, with a 38 square 
mile area, with a manufacturing output 
of a little less than $200,000,000; they 
dismiss Boston st once as too small a 
place for them to locate a plant. When 
the facts hi: ve been explained that the 
real Boston has a population of 1,500,- 
000, an area of 500 square miles, with 
a manufacturing output of well-nigh 
$500,000,000-—regret has been expressed 
by these manufacturers that there was 
no way of ascertaining the facts.”

Extra Clerks and Carriers to 
the Number of 585 Pressed 
into Service for the Holiday 
Season. 


WORK ALL PLANNED | 


Methods of Handling Pack- 
ages at Shop Postal Sta- 
tions—Forwarding of Gifts 
to. Foreign Countries. 


Postmaster Edward C. Mansfield today 
issued an appeal to all New England 
shoppers asking that they despatch all 
their gifts of the season which are to go 
by mail as early as os before the 
holidays. 

To provide for the enormous addi- 
tional work extra postal clerks and ¢av- 
riers will be pressed into service during 
the next month. Of the 585 extra 
hands, 260 are substitute carriers, 125 
sybstitute clerks and about 200 wii he 
men whose names are selected from the 
civil servige lists. The latter batch of 
200 will oe pressed into service ax clerks 
and carriers, the majority being al im 
the former positions. . 

Postmastér ‘Mansfield has diready in- 
structed the superintendents of depart- 
ments in the central postoffice and. the 
68 stations and hes, having started 
his planning weeks before the starting 
of the rush. » «”. 

The ter has also formulated 
plansefor handling the great volume of, 
pa mail ited at the 160 or | 
more sub-postal stations located in stores. 
A number of extra mail wagons have 
been contracted for and these convey- 
ances will make a continuous circuit of 
the sub-stations assigned to them.

The 
chief triumph in this socalled failure, 
how?ver, was the legacy of song and 
music that came down to these Jater 
years of ourss those songs can be sung 
today; and one of the original singers, 
ai least, Herr Von Wolzogen, is still 
alive to do so when he choosen, 

Bierbaum passed away in Februayy of 
this year, having come to be recognized 
as among the foremost German men of 
letters. For the late Yetiev von Liliencron 
the Ueberbrettl’ performed the service of 
bringing popularity and profit to his 
poetry at a time when he stood in actualy 
need of money. The Liliencron series 
can still be bought in the music shops in 
iérmany, as indeed can all those songs 
that these young poets wrote allied to 
mos* pleasant melodies. 


Appeal to American Artists 
Our point, from all ‘this, is that if 
only the poets, the artists of America, 
would sacrifice themselves a little in a 
ec we that seemed lost before it was 
won, would spend their’ youth for some- 
thing else than more money, there might 
—who knows’—come to them such 
triuy- h out of failure as cam? to those 
young Germans of the nineties and after. 
Those verses and those melodies that re- 
main to us, and, more than all, the lesson 
ofthe whole movemént, make ug see that 
what seemed failure when Bierbaum’s 
Trianon theater under the railway in 
B -lin- crumbled in a night is not failure 
today. The history of the movement 
y mains pregnant with hope for every

those hopes for something finer and 
hizher which some call culture. 

The direct legacy, you will be told by 
those to whom facts alone are every- 
thing, of the Ueberbrettl’ was the caba- 
ret, which the chicken-and-cham- 
pagne version of ‘me idea. In other 
words, the intimacy, the art and the air 
of improvisation were taken from the 
Ueberbrettl’ and the Parisian cafe-cham. 
tant. and the visiting public had to help 


Was 


the thing to pay by supping and drinking 


The central idea re- 
mained artistic; it was art made plausi- 
ble and commercial. The cabaret was a 
place in which art was to improvise it~ 
self for the public appreciation, pro- 
vided that public bought there certain 
other wares, kitchen wares and cellar 
wares. In the decade just closing the 
cabaret was 80 firmly cstablished in 
Berlin that you had a choice of six or 
seven. Its hours were such that a 
farce of the period (1905), based on the 
humors of the cabaret as an institu- 
tion, was called ° ‘Till Five O'clock in the 
Morning.” 

And even in the cabaret, commercial- 
ized and wineladen though it was, the 
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Chickering Uprights 
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CHICKERING & SONS 
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art of poetry. still survived, for at all 
of these places, any night, you might 
find the spectacle—astounding to your 
American ideas—of a poet, dressed in- 
conspicuously, like you or me, appearing 
in a pleasant suldiued recital of verses 
of hts own. What was more astound- 
ing still, the chances were, if you-under- 
stood his’ language at all, that you were 
not nearly so much bored ss you had 
befn, say, the night before at the Win- 
ter-Garten where a stereotyped program 
of “variety” had been the fare. 

It was inevitable, of course, that much 
caricature and fun was poked at the 
Ueberbrettl’. The most pungent of those 
cartoons showed Ernst Von Wolzogen 
seated, Bierbaum standing beside him, 
applauding; before them Schiller strum- 
ming a guitar and balancing a lamp. T. 
T.. Heine of Simplicissimus was the 
artist, and the text ran thus: 

“You see, my dear Schiller, it’s just 
as I told you: your ‘Song of the Bell’ 
will never get right down to the heart 
of the people until you sing it yourself 
while balancing a lighted lamp.” 

We have seen how at least two of the 
Ueberbreitl’ poets, Bierbaum afd Von 
Liliencron, lived to survive all 4uch ridi- 
cule; that/campaign for.applied art was 
incidental to greater things in them; and 
they were great etiough to dignify the 
listory of the whole movement. In the 
case of Von Wolzogen the brand of the 
Ueberbrettl’ clung long after the move- 
ment itself was gone. 

Ernst, Freiherr von Wolzogen, actor- 
manager, poet, composer, novelist, play- 
wright and much else, has shown a ver- 
satility that it would be hard to sur- 
pass. Upon his own stage he has sung 
his own verses to his own music. He 
has written stories of military and of 
civil life. There is no better picture of 
the Abbe Liszt and the whole musical 
circle of that time at Weimar than is in 
Von Wolzogen’s novel, “Der Kraftmayr,” 
which most people consider his highest 
artistic accomplishment. His series of 
songs for the Ueberbrettl’ appearing un- 
der the label, “Buntes Theater,” can still 
be bought, and such specimens as “A 
Fescher Domino” and “Madame Adele” 
are among the best of the metry and 
tuneful ballads that originated in that 
movement. His family is one of the old- 
est in his land, and the name occurs 
time and again in history. (It may he 
remarked that the late Von Liliencron 
was also a Freiherr, as was the late Von 
Reenicek, that wonderful draughtsman 
and colorist who gave artistic outline to 
so many of the Ueberbrettl’ songs and 
ideas. ) 


In the Weimar Atmosphere. 


Wolzogen lived in Weimar, Berlin and 
Munich, and in the latter town the 
Ueberbrettl) fever seized him. He 
joined the movement, but branched 
away from it also, into comic opera, 
and many other of the lighter forms of 
for him, despite much serious literature 
entertainment. But’ it has been hard 
accomplished since that time, to erase 
in the public mind the picture of him, 
in variety attire, performing his own 
compositions in public. 

Yet, as creative artist, many thought 
him more versatile than his two fellows, 
Hartleben and Bierbaum. He had a 
gaiety of invention, a freshnegs of 
execution, that made him, whether he 
was rhyming, or telling a story or 
writing a play, a moat excellent enter- 
tainer. He never bored you. He 
observed sharply, reported vividly, and 
never failed to be amusing. In one 
book he painted country life, in another 
town life, in another the life of © court. 
In his comedy“of 1892 “Lumpengesindel,” 
he gave the amusing side of such a bo-

The undying youthfulness of Von Wol- 
zogen as artist and entertainer was again 
shown in 1909 when he wrote for the 
Open Air theater jn Wiesbaden the 
play “Die Maibraut” which, performed 
in that wonderful natural stage of the 
Nerothal was one of the most meniorable* 
performances in that particular move- 
ment which, like the Ueberbrettl’ belongs 
to the history of the art of entertain- 
ment. As we know, these open air thea- 
ters are spreading over the world; we 
ourselves may. recall performances by 
Maude Adams, and the sylvan plays 
done annually by the Bohem‘an Clup of 
San Francisco under the redwoods. At 
Orange, in France; in the Arena Goldoni, 
in Florence; near Wiesbaden and near 
Lucerne, and in many other European 
places, these theaters are bringing dra- 
matic art into a fresh popularity,

In addition to the legal reserve carried 
here and in New York (one-half may 
stand in the form of deposits with the 
New York correspondent banks, we com- 
pute what may be called actual reserve 
at present, as indicated by the excess 
reserve in New York. The excess of de- 
posits with New York reserve agents 
over the amount which may be counted 
as half of legal reserve is here counted 
part of reserves instead of simply an 
offset to deposit liabilities, as is done 
in figuring legal reserves. 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount which might 
be deducted from the total reserves in 
both cities, Boston and New York, and 
still leave the legal reserve intact. 

No reserve is computed against gov- 
ernment deposits. The table follows:

Wheat—Liverpool advices were again 
much better than antieipated, influenced 
by speculative buying on continued un- 
favorable private advices from Argentine. 
There were also reports of seeding be- 
ing delayed in other foreign countries, 
which seemed to have a good deal of 
effect on sentiment abroad. The imme- 
diate effect of the bullish news was an 
advance of about ‘4 cent per bushel, but 
on this bulge there were free offerings 
from large commission houses and out- 
side markets again were relatively 
weaker than Chicago. 

Corn—The market declined to the 
lowest prices in several years today, with 
selling by cash houses of December, 
affecting, the rest of the list. Confident 
predictions ~were heard of an increase in 
the movement in the near future and 
although there are prospects of unsettled 
weather for the next 24 hours, the effect 
on prices was sigiht, with the best sup- 
port coming from shorts. 

Oats—Were steady at the outset with 
other grain and.on more favorable cash 
advices, but later developed 
with corn and in absence of important 
demand from shorts.

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In the Realms of Music 


The question is whether we are good 
enough for some of these good things; 
whether we appreciate the beauty of a 
Constantino’s voice at all times, whether 
we feel the delicacy of a Renaud’s act- 
ing at every point, whether we grasp 
the details of orchestral comment in a 
Puccini's score. 

How easy it is to take our attention 
aWay from the meritorious side of a 
performance and notice imperfections that | 
in any thoughtful view of the matter | 
ought not to mar our pleasure in the. 
least! The opera “Tosca” is in progress 
before you, Mr. Constantino mounts the, 
artist's platform and in a few meas- | 
ures of wonderfully colored tone, pic- 
tures to you the life of a painter with 
all its enthusiasms, strivings, conquests. 
You are filled with kindlier nobler 
sensations than you have experienced 
before all day. Some minutes later you 
see this finely evoked Mario making 
an inelegant run across the stage to 
hurry Angelotti into hiding before Scar- 
pia and his underlings come on _ the 
scene. The faulty detail of stage tech- 
nique makes you forget the voice you 
have just heard, and you allow your 
illusion of the painter and his Roman 
environment to be spoilt. 

That would have been a good time for 
you to give your attention a minute's 
respite and to let your thoughts go 
back to the tenor’s singing, or forward | 
to the next move in the drama. 


Mr. Renaud appears in the figure of 
Scarpia and presently you are aware of | 
a lightness of accent that you have 
not known before when that character 
has unfolded’ itself before you. “Vile 
Scarpia,” “chief of pofice.” and other | 
theatrical designations that you have | 
accepted as describing the third prota: | 
gonist of the “Tosca” drama no longer | 
fit the case. Here is a reasonable, human 
evocation. Bigotry is here and cowar- 
dice, but not that mechanical, taken- 
for-granted cruelty against which hero 
and heroine of melodrama fight in vain. 
Maurice Renaud creates a world which 
reckons with the human will. His 
Scarp'a does not presume to think the 
Farnese palace the pivot of the universe. 


But tlis great Renaud, you soon ob- 
serve, has a small voice, and you go 
over in your mind the list of baritones 
you know who can outdo him in singing. 
You do not stop until you come down to 
the veriest local music master whom 
you last heard in recital. And you let 
this matter of voice take away from 
your satisfaction in the Frenchman's 
exquisite talent for character-making?! 
If we are to wish for anything different, 
tt had better be that Mr. Mo»ranzoni 
calm down his orchestra so that the 
singers will have a fair chance to be 
heard. than that Mr. Renaud give us 
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MAURICE RENAUD.

mmilio de Gogorza, the baritone, gave 
a recital in Jordan hall, Monday 
afternoon. His manner of performance 
revealed the excellencies which work into 
the grain of one who long specializes in 
song interpretation—ability to present 
the poet's meaning with directness, yet 
without wasteful effort, a fluid tactful- 
ness for adjusting tone values to melodic 
contour. and in general a power to put 
audience and composer in terms of frank 
acquaintance, 

In other words, Mr. Gogorza succeeded 
every barrier which,could 
his listeners and Gluck, 
Tschaikowsky or Faure, without letting 
them become aware of how he did it. 
First a master of vocal writing talked to 
them, as it were in his own person, in the 
eighteenth century Viennese idiom, then 
another in the nineteenth century 
Muscovite, and a third in the present 
dav Parisian.

Since the advent of the automobile, particularly, America’s need 
of better roads has demanded public attention. Previous to that time 
communities attended largely to their own wants in respect to 
highways. The village occasionally appropriated small amounts for 
repairs, and roadways were worked crudely until knowledge 
developed of more careful methods. Afterward the state lent 
monetary assistance, but growth in population and industry constantly 
produced new and exacting requirements. Trunk line highways, 
controlled by the state, are one of the latest phases of modern road 
building, and interstate cooperation along this line is taking form in 
projects that do much to enhance the country’s prosperity. 

But the automobile, which helped to disclose the condition of 
the highways, has done more than anything else to damage the fine 
macadam roadways built and kept in repair at such uninviting 
expense. On the other hand, the shoes of horses and the heavy wagon 
loads resting on narrow iron tires severely damage certain roads that 
stand up well under automobile travel. A grouping of experiences 
may show how to build roads that will resist the wear and tear of both 
motor and horse-drawn vehicles. This, however, is but one of many 
difficulties similar, yet differentiated, that a national organization 
might be in a position to overcome. The United States, it is 
estimated, has 2,155,000 miles of public highway, and the people 
expend upon it an average of $30 per mile per year. While that sum 
is diminutive from one point of view, it does hot savor of parsimony, 
especially where results are rather unsatisfactory. | 

The roads of the future must be built to last. People of the 
United States never will be content to pay out year after year large 
amounts of money for repairs on highways from which traffic soon 
rips the surfaces. Heretofore road building has lacked the important 
element of a universal system revealing the similitude of highway 
problems and disclosing ways in which to solve them. A clearing 
house for helpful ideas of this nature may prove one of the greatest 
boons ever granted to suburban and rural districts in America. 


IN A COMMUNICATION to the press, which 


acts, with discretion. Beyond a doubt, in its relationship to the 
business interests, it is to the merchants and industrial concerns 
what the administration is to the municipality. The progress of 
mercantile and manufacturing establishments is its patticular concern 
just as a city administration is not fully equal to its task except 
where it advances the cause of all the citizens. 

Composed as it is of the representative-men within the com- 
munity the Chamber of Commerce must pass.on any project of 
municipal importance that is to gain public approval. Whether it 
is subway extensions, harbor improvements, park .developments or 
matters pertaining solely to the commerce and industry of the place, 
the chamber has it within its power to voice approval or disapproval 
effectively. Few enterprises of qtestionable make-up could pass 
muster there. Although representatives of private intefests, the 
members of the Chamber of Commerce exercise collectively a veto 
power of consequence. Legislation depends in no small measure on 
what the Chamber of Commerce says in the premises. 

The American Chambers of Commerce abroad have of recent 
years become excellent means for the dissemination of news regard- 
ing goods of American manufa@turers. Like the similar institutions 
in the United States, the chambers in Berlin or Haris aid the com- 
mercial movements with special literature weekly or monthly. The 
foreign chambers have been very successful, working hand in hand 
with the consular offices scattered throughout Europe. They keep 
the state department fully informed as to European progress in 
manufacture and business, and this information is largely embodied 
in the consular reports. A

The state- 
ments have been repeated so often, and with so much uniformity 
of detail, that even the commuters have begun to accept them with- 
out question. | 

Of course, it has always been rather mysterious that while 
traction companies are able to pay dividends entirely from earnings 
of suburban lines, and at lower rates of fare, the steam railroad 
is compelled to count the commuter’s patronage as a loss rather 
than a profit. But it is not difficult to find an explanation. The 
traction line is equipped especially for its own traffic; the railroad 
line, save in the few instances where pains have been taken to 
provide a special suburban service on a lighter and more economical 
basis, is equipped for traffic of an altogether different character. 
Its locomotives and cars and general train service, as a rule, are 
all that would be required in the transportation of passengers over 
long hauls at much higher rates. The average suburban train 
is better equipped for the carrying of full loads of two dollar passen- 
gers than for carrying light loads of 10 cent passengers. 

While there may be something in the coptention that many 
expenses are charged up against the suburban service of railroads 
which should be spread over the general trafhc, particularly certain 
heavy terminal charges, it must be conceded in fairness that the 
companies have ground for their contention that under present 
circumstances there is little or no profit, while there may be actual 
loss, in the handling of the commuter. Yet is it not quite time for 
a change im the circumstances? Is it not becoming possible for the 
railroads to equip their suburban lines so as to assure a reasonable 
profit from their operation? Why, for instance, in these days of 
electricity should it be necessary to use interstate or transcontinental 
equipment on suburban lines? Is there not opportunity for prac- 
tical: economies in the adoption of many o8 the methods of the 
traction companies in the handling of suburban railroad traffic?

” surprise, though there is little doubt that the 

first will be the cause of extreme 
disappointment to everybody but the extremists on both sides. It has 
been safd that the conference was foredoomed to failure, on the 
ground that between the two parties there is an “unbridgeable gulf.” 
The sanest element in the kingdom’ will not indorse this, but in the 
light of the fact that the reasons for disagreement are not to be made 
public it would be only guesswork, and futile, to attempt to investigate 
the causes of failure. If it is true, as is now hinted, that neither party 
went into the conference with any intention of giving way on essential 
points, it can only be said that the conference was from the beginning 
a piece of unique fooling. It is, hgwever, impossible to believe that 
six representative English statesmen should have spent months in 
solemnly arguing over minor points which were not germane to the 
real issue, while persistently determined not to give way, in any 
degree, on the points vital to an agreement. 

The failure of the conference make’ a general election a practical 
certainty. The veto bill will be presumably resumed and pushed for- 
ward by the government. It will certainly be rejected by the upper 
house. In this Way, the issue will be once more referred to the 
country, and it is difficult to seeshow, in the present divided state of 
the opposition, the result can be anything but disastrous to them. 
This is made perfectly clear in a London paper which is an unflinching 
supporter of the Unionist party, and which has hitherto supported 
the policy of tariff reform. This paper now announces that the 
adoption of tariff reform will spell ruin at the polls, and that the only 
hope of a Conservative victory will lie in subordinating that policy 
_to a coalition of all the parties which are opposed to a single chamber 
and a socialistic government. The Unionist party is, however, so 
deeply committed to tariff reform that it is doubtful if it can in a 
moment disentangle itself from that plank in its platform without 
immediate shipwreck. 

Its one hope lies perhaps in its leader. Mr. Balfour has, as the 
world is quite aware, never committed himself to any whole-hearted 
support of the principle. He has been dragged into such acquies- 
cence as he has given by the determination of a certain section of 
the. rank and file, and in spite of the warnings of some of his own 
kinsmen who have remained adamantine on the subject. The mem- 
ber for the city of London is a man of supreme tact, and it is 
possible that he may succeed in shelving the tariff reform policy, and 
in bringing together all the elements of Conservatism and moderate 
Liberalism, by which alone the defeat of the government can be 
accomplished. In the weeks which will intervene between the 
meeting of Parliament and the appeal to the country, this attempt 
will probably be made, and its success will depend, in all probability, 
on the influence which Mr. Balfour still exercises over his followers. 
Some months ago this influence was enormous, but within the last 
few months a determined attempt has been made by the extremists 
of the Unionist party to undermine it. In doing this, they have

THE conservation movement apparently has 
not checked the drain on the forests. Pro- 
duction of lumber is increasing, not diminish- 
ing. In the last ten years it has risen from 
35,000,000,000 to 44,500,000,000 feet. The 
mills engaged in the manufacture of lumber 
have increased in number in the same time | 
from 31,833 to 48,322. The increase in the | 
production of lumber in ten years has been 

27 per cent. It is estimated by the forest ~~~ 
service that the rate of consumption of timber at this time is about 
four times the annual growth. It must.be plain to éverybody that 
if this continues the forests must sooner or later be stripped com- 
pletely of commercial growths. There must, in other words, be 
a halt. It will be better, mnuch better, 1f pains shall be taken in 
advance to economize in the use of lumber. 

The allegation is made now boldly, both in government and 
trade circles, that too much lumber is being cut. It is openly charged, 
too, that in districts where the forests are new the waste which 
characterized early days in the forests of Michigan is common. 


The situation, however, is not without its bright side. There 
is ground for believing that the subject of forestry is taking a firm 
hold upon the thought of the American people, and that, while the 
results are not as yet clearly visible, the educational work on the 
subject in recent years will result in greater tree planting in the 
future. Increasing value of timber land will exert an influence in 
this direction, but the great moving force will be the impulse of 
the people to restore the balance in this and in other particulars, 
so far as their ability may lie. This has been done in other countries: 
there is no reason why it should not be done here.
